—The marvelous vital- 
ity and recuperative energy of the Pope 
were never so forcibly demonstrated u 
by the series of events preceding, ac- 
companying and following today's opera- 
tion. According to Dr. Lapponi, this 
morning he nsked: "Will it be painful, 
icinember I cannot stand much paiu." 

Instead of Dr. Lapponi, Dr. Masnami 
answered, "I can assure Your Ilolinesii 
that you will feel no paiu." 

The Pope then concluded, "Then d» 
whatever you think best." 

When the operation took place nobody 
was allowed in the room beside the doc- 
tors, except Pope l.eo's valet, Centra, 
even his nephew, Count Camillo I'ccci, 
left the room. It was thought desirable 
that the Pope should reverse his posi- 
tion. As soon ns this was proposed, the 
Pope himself made a movement, show- 
ing again his spirit of activity. 

Rome, July 7.-0:50 p. in. — Dr. Mat- 
inoni, assisted by Dr. Lappoiii's sou, 
who is also a doctor, lias jiLst finished 
the analysis of the liquid extracted from 
the Pope's pleura. The color is orange 
red, and it is prevalently composed of 
blood, with coagulated tibrine without 
pus. What is [cured is the reproduc- 
tion of serum in the pleura, in which, 
case the operation will be repeated in 
about two duys. 

Dr. Muzxuni took him in his arms. 
Pope Leo smiled and exclaimed, "Bravo, 
professor, I congratulate you. AJthough

rather heavy." 

Pope Leo remained sitting up in bed 
during the whole time of the operation, 
without need of support.

"It is a u>o:,L ingeuius instrument," he 
said, "but your hand is also very clever. 
That is why the operation was success- 
ful in not giving me any paiu. I tliunk 
you." 

After an hour's peaceful und apparent- 
ly restful repose, the Pope awoke ami 
inquired about the doctor*. Hearing 
they were both in the next room, he 
said, "I thought they had gone. What 
do they stay here for? What are they, 
plotting?" 

Dr. Lapponi, re-entering the room, 
said: "We are preparing bulletins re- 
garding the operation, saying 'It was 
successful in all respects.' " 

"Well, well," replied His Holiness, 
"I wish to see myself these bulletins in 
their exact text." He then went on 
speaking about the causes of his ill- 
ness. "I would like to know," he said, 
"from what it comes. 1 t hi ink I have 
always followed Dr. Lappoiii's advice." 

"Not always, Your Holiness," replied 
Dr. Lapponi, faintly. 

"Well," retorted Pope Leo, "you could 
not expect to remedy my old age." Af- 
ter a short silence, the Pope, turning to 
Dr. .Mazzoni, said: "In the last consis- 
tory, 1 appointed as a cardinal, a fellow- 
citizen of yours, Cardinal Lnluni, who

Acs, Your Holiness, I know hilll. I 
hope that thai will not be your last con- 
sistory."

Death Recails a Lengthy Legal 
Fight of Over a Decade

Many Victorians will express regret 
at the announcement of the sudden 
death on Monday evening at Vancouver, 
of Atwull C. It. King, who, in the latter 
half of the so's conducted a fancy 
goods store in this city, on Government 
street. In his early life he saw service 
in the Uritish navy, and for the past 
nine or ten years he hud charge of the 
post ollleo and customs house building 
at Vancouver. He appeared in his or- 
dinary health un .Monday until 10:30 
p. in., when ho was suddenly taken ill, 
as he was about to retire, and death 
occurred a few minutes later. 

It was in connection with the pur- 
chase by bill of sale of the lute Mr. 
King's stock in trade in his store on 
Government street, that one of the 
longest legal lights in the history of the 
province was initiated. The purchaser 
was the late Joshua Davies, who also 
passed away suddenly last month. 

Immediately after the purchase, tho 
sheriff took possession of the stock on 
\ behalf of the execution, creditors, and an 
I interpleader action was tried between 
I Mr. Davies and Turner, Beetou & Co., 
! one of the execution creditors. Judg- 
| incut was rendered against Mr. Davies, 
who appealed to the Supremo Court 
| without success. 

Mr. Davies then went to the Privy 
Council in Kngland for redress, but his 
ca>e was not heard there owing to the 
! want of sulticieii! notice. Mr. Davies 
j ucsi lirought action against Sheriff Mc- 
i Mlllau for damages tor illegal seizure, 
' and >cctircd judgment lor .>-\<><lO, being 
(lie price i 'I the stork in trade of At- 
well king, purchased by Mr. Davies. 

This judgment was reversed by the 
Supreme Conn of Uritish Columbia. Mr. 
Davies then carried his action lo the 
Supreme Court of Canada, and finally 
succeeded in obtaining judgment for the 
$f\OdO and costs agaiiiNt cx->>heriff Mc- 
Millan. 

As Sheriff McMillan had simply seiz- 
' ed the goods under a warrant of exe- 
cution, the provincial gi.verninent made 
: a special appropriation for the amount 
I of Mr. Davies' judgment for the pur- 
] pose of relieving the ex -sheriff.

Many Liners 

Now en Route 



Big Fleet on the Way From 
Yokohama and Ports of 
the Far East 



Rumor That Big Freighter May 
Be Sold to Great Northern 
Line. 



There are a number "i law ocean 
liners en route to this port. Following 
the big blue funnel freighter J eletunc- 
hus, which is still putting out steel rails, 
naval stores anil other cargo at the 
Dreini dock, Hie Jananesc liner Slunano 
Mnru is on her way from Yokohama 
with general cargo, of which 118 tons 
will be put out here, ami 142 Chinese 
will bo landed a! tin- Ocean (h>cks Ihe 
.Japanese liner nailed from Yokohama 
on June 30. and is due here on Tues- 
day. The steamer Lyra, of the Boston 
iS.S. Co.. which sailed from Yokohama 
on the 24th June, is due, and ihe steam- 
er Tremont, the large carrier of the 
Boston iS.S. Co., which ban n cargo 
capacity for 18,300 tons of freight, left 
Yokohama on the 30tli. at the same 
time iih the Shinnno Marti. She is due 
during the coming wed;. The steamer 
Empress of India, of the C. P. R. line, 
is also on the way. having sailed from 
Yokohama on July :i, anil is expected to 
reach the Ocean docks on Tuesday next, 
and the Olympiu, of the Northern Paci- 
fic line, is to sail from Japan today for 
this port. 

The steamer Tremont -will be tied up 
at the Moran shipyards at Seattle >u 
her arrival. The steamer SI) n win lit is 
now at Seattle shipyards. Both vessels 
are to be fitted up for thepnssenger-eur- 
ryiug trade with a view to the carriage 
of troops between the iSound anil the 
Philippines. In connection with the 
conversion of the two big freighters in- 
to passenger carriers, there is a well 
defined rumor that one of the vessels is 
likely to lie sold to the Great Northern 
railway at a cost of JjilKM >,000, which is 
SlOO.tHWl less than cost, for use on th" 
Puget Sound-Oriental run iii connection 
with the big steamers Minnesota and 
Dakota, which are being completed at 
New Londot) for the trans-Pacific road's 
steamship system. Whether the rumor 
is correct remains to be .seen. 



The steamer Miowera, of the Cana 
dian-Austriilian line, is en route to tins 
port, and is expected to arrive towards 
the end of the week. The steamer is 
the slowest of the three liners in the 
("iinadinn-Autitraiiau service, and is not 
expected to make the voyage as quick as 
the other two liners. The Miowera will 
be tied up for a thorough, overhauling 
after her next outward voyage, and will 
miss her October trip in consequence. 



ALMOST WENT OVER. 

Heavy List of Yictoria Steamer Causes 
Excitement at Portland. 

One of the steamers which sail from 
the port nf Victoria caused quite a com- 
motion at. Portland by listing heavily 
to starboard, so that it was feared that 
she would turn' turtle. The Portland 
Telegram says, regarding the accident 
to the steamer: "For a while it looked 
as if the big hull was going to turn tttr 
tie. Luckily the wind was from the 
southwest, and the vessel's weight thus 
brought up against the wharf. Only 
this, it is h dieved, saved her from ex- 
posing her keel. 

"The steamer's cargo was nearly com- 
pleted and was evenly distributed on 
both side*, but there being no difference 
in the weight of the lumber, the last 
layers between decks proved too much, 
and when the wind came sweeping down 
the river the lee side sank deeper and 
deeper, until finally the rail brought up 
against the piling of the wharf. A big 
loree of men at once engaged to throw 
the lumber oil. and work is going on 
with all possible haste today. It 
feared this morning that the entire 
go would have to be discharged, in or- 
| dor to stiffen the steamer with ballast. 
The Stanley Dollar carries water bal- 
last, but is said to have no bulkhead 
separating the starboard and port holds, 
mid hence, when taking n lurch, Ihe 
water shifts, unless, as it happened yes- 
terday, the compartments are not com- 
pletely filled." 

The Stanley Dollar, which is loading 
lumber for Port Arthur, nnd which hails 
from this port, was formerly registered 
from St. Thomas, D. W. 1., played an 
important part in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. She was taken over by the 
federal government at the outbreak of 
the trouble with Spain, and was used 
for several months on the Atlantic as 
the transport Missouri. She saw ser- 
vice carrying troops to and from Cuba 
anil to Porto Rico. .Later she was sent 
to the Pacific, where she was renamed 
the Egbert. As the Egbert the trans- 
port made several trips to China ami 
Manila, and once cruised about ihe Phil- 
ippine Islands. She was brought back 
to the Const, and when the federal 
troops were sent to Nome, the lOpbert 



was used ia the Nome-St. Midiael »er- 
vice, running out of the Sound cities 
with government supplies for the federal 
troops in the North. She made one or 
two trips to Nome, when ice was run- 
ning in Behring sea, but came ou: of it 
without any trouble. 

While in the transport service the Dol- 
lar had pnsseugor accommodations ntteu 
up aboard her, and was one of Hie >(-ue.- 
nl transports which brought down 
some of the belated miners who -ither 
waited too long at Nome or found tuem- 
telves without the means to engage 
transportation ou the regular Nome

When the government gave up a part 
of its transport fleet, the Egbert was 
turned over to the Dollar hue, o£ 
Francisco. That was a year ago, am 
the Stanley Dollar, as the transport 
was named by Iter San Francisco own- 
ers, was given a British register, uml 
now calls Victoria her home port.

but as a blind he went -gold digging, 
and afterwards he went to London to 
live. 

The accounts of the Hermann from 
Sydney are that the litigation which 
tied up tho vessel there was compro- 
mised by Brown yielding up his posi- 
tion as master of the vessel, but that 
oe continued with the expedition as pilot. 
Among the party are several men who 
will probably make life interesting for 
the venerable captain should he fail to 
locate the treasure in the search for 
which they have spent so much time and 
effort.
